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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant primarily argues that Arndt et al.does not teach an electrically conductive frame encapsulated with a translucent material. 
However, as stated in the Final Rejection, Arndt discloses in column 4, lines 14-20 an alternate embodiment in which the encapsulating 
material is radiation permeable or a transparent resin. Even if the encapsulant were a two part system having a radiation-impermeable 
base and a radiation permeable window, Arndt would still teach the limitation in question because the claims do not specifically require 
that the entire electrically conductive frame be enclosed within the translucent material. The claim 1 only states that "said electrically 
conductive frame is encapsulated with a translucent material to enable optical radiation to be transmitted or received via said 
optoelectronic component." However one would interpret the reference, Arndt discloses such a limitation and the combined references 
show all of the elements of the claims. The Final Rejection of the previous action is still proper and shall remain. 
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
